The seme old “ bunk”—pure and 
simple—to bar the deaf of Keu- 
tucky from owning or driving auto¬ 
mobiles. 

While t.he Reunion of the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of the Deaf was 
in session In Danville recently, a 
rumor was afloat that gained great 
headway and caused a feeling ot 
unrest among those present, that 
there was a possibility of the legis 
lation of an amendment proposed 
to the Roads Bill that would pre¬ 
vent, the deaf of the State from se¬ 
curing license to either own or 
drive automobiles. 

The rumor had its inception from 
the appearance in one of the Louis¬ 
ville dallies, which we have been 
unable to trace, of a Frankford, 
Ky., dispatch under the caption : 

•• Legislature Proponed to Prevent the 

lTllnd, Deaf, Drunk and ltnane from 

Driving Automobile*.” 

The solon, who proposes this 
foolish legislation, should he 
read Mr. John M. Orr’s letter to 
the Detroit Times as reproduced in 
the September 13th issue of the 
Journal, would think twice, nay, 
thrice, before he classifies the deaf 
quoted above—and he is a mighty 
poor olassifier at that, too. 

We cau tell the world that a 
huge war chest was created by the 
K. A. D., in order to be ready to 
defend the rights of the deaf of the 
State to the use of the roads and 
highways should they be questioned. 

We are of the humble opinion 
that snob an unnecessary and dis¬ 
criminating amendment will NOT 
pass. The various automobile clnbs 
and newspapers throughout the 
State term such legislation unneces¬ 
sary, Unreasonable, discriminating, 
and even confiscatory. 

The Louisville Courier Journal 
‘has the following to say: 

DEAF MUTES DRIVE AUTOS. 

At a secent convention of deaf- 
mutes, alutnnw of the Kentucky 
School for the Deaf, at Danville, 
resolutions wete adopted voicing a 
protest against any legislation that 
would prohibit Hie operation of mo 
tor vehicles by persons so afflicted. 
After voicing their protect, the deaf 
gave a demonstration in the actual 
operation of automobiles, some of 
the drivers having come In ma¬ 
chines a long distauce to attend the 
gathering. 

It raises a very Interesting point 
among those enlisted in the move 
ment foi the promotion of public 
safety. Il Is quite eerlain that the 
deaf will strongly combat any effort 
having for the purpose their elimi 
nation as drivers of motor vehicles 
and it is understood tliat they will 
be prepareti to show that a deaf 
motorist is entitled to Class A die 
tlnotlon in safety achievement. 

Bereft of useful hearing deaf per 
Bons ordinarily ate endowed with 
aoute vision that compensates for 
the lost sense. It is the contention 
of the deaf motorists that most of 
the automobile accidents are oaiised 
by faulty or distracted vision, and 
that few motor mishaps can bn laid 
to detpotl.ve beating. , Also it is 
claimed that few deaf-mutes but 
have tho faculty of distinguishing 
acute sounds and witlt a clear vision 
coupled with extreme caution, a 
oliatacteristic of the deaf, they are 
less liable to meet with an accident 
Ilian persons not so afflicted. 

There have been great strides in 
the education of the deaf-mutes aud 
there seems to be a few llmitata- 
tions to the occupations they can 
perform. After driving motor cars 
the deaf are not inclined to relin¬ 
quish the steering wheel and will 
tight any attempt to abridge their 
actions in motordotn based on any 
danger to public Nafoty.

If they really believe there is 
danger in Kentucky of legislation 
to prohibit the deaf from drlviug 
automobiles, the alumni of the Ken¬ 
tucky School for the Deaf are wise 
In otganizing to oppose Its enact¬ 
ment.
